E arnest B. Thom as, a m em ber of the 
city school board, appeared before the 
oonncil in behalf of the other m em ­ 
bers of the board, and offered a v erbal 
p etition to the effect tha t m em bers of 
the school board be paid for the tw o 
m onths’ extra tim e they serv ed last 
year, on account of the change being 
m ade in the tim e of the ir election. 
The m atter of extending a smok e 
stack at the w ater and light plant 
was 
brought before 
the 
m eeting. 
Council placed the question 
in the 
hands of the w ater and light com ­ 
m ittee, w ith pow er to act. 
W ork men w ill soon be engaged in 
extending the w ater m ains on Spencer 
street. 
The pipe is already on the 
grounds, and Supt. Mali in 
of 
the 
w ater and light plant requested coun­ 
cil to place the*gang of w ork m en who 
are engaged in lep airing 
the 
city 
streets in charge of the construction 
work w hich w ould consist of digging 
ditches on Spencer street. 
Mr. M ahin 
was instructed to obtain the serv ices 
of a new force of.m en. 
A fter allow ing a large num ber of 
claim s council adjourned. 


CITY WILL USE 
WATER METER 


la Order to Sav e Water Which 


Which is Wasted From the 


City Mains. 


In order to sav e the city thousands 
of dollars annually in w ater rents, the 
su p erintendent of the w ater and light 
plant is agitating the 
m ov em ent re ­ 
qu iring all consum ers of city w ater to 
buy m eters. 
The 
city has 
pleaded 
and ev en threatened w ater consum ers 
w ith prosecution, w ho insist in w ast­ 
ing w ater to no av ail, and a large 
am ount of money is lost by the city 
each year on this account. 
To the careful consum er, the w ater 
w ill be a great sav ing, but the m an 
who insists in 
w asting w ater from 
the c ity’s m ains w ill be forced to pay 
for it under the new system . 
I t w ill 
only be a short 
tim e 
u ntil w ater 
m eters w ill be in general use in this 
city. 


The im prov em ents w hich hav e been 
under progress of construction at the 
w ater and light plant are now com ­ 
pleted, and the 'p ow er of the oity’s 
light plant especially is greatly in ­ 
creased. 
The new engine and dynam os w hich 
hav e been installed w ere placed in op­ 
eration for the first tim e last night. 
Both the new and old apparatus w ill 
be used in the fu tu re, and the added 
am ount of electricity w hich w ill be 
generated is expected to giv e the c ity 
a b righter appearance a t night.

Indianapolis, Ind., August 7.—W hile 
the new spaper bureau controlled by 
Tom Taggart, chairm an of the Dem­ 
ocratic national com m ittee, and Craw­ 
ford Fairbanks, the T erre H aute brew­ 
er, si trying to sow seeds of discord 
am ong the Republican hosts In Indi­ 
ana. It is becoming m ore and more 
apparent that the Democracy is liv­ 
ing in a glass house and Is in no posi­ 
tion to throw stones. 
In other words 
it has troubles of Its own whioh it 
is trying to conceal by painting a 
false picture of the Republican party. 
T aggart 
and 
Crawford 
Fairbanks 
are m aking a grand effort to chloro­ 
form their own party into the belief 
that all is well and that they ought 
to be continued at the head of It so 
they can m anipulate It to suit them ­ 
selves as they did during the recent 
session of the legislature when the 
Dem ocratic m em bers m ade an organ­ 
ized fight against all re form and moral 
m easures. 
T aggart is m aking a very clever 
effort to rehabilitate him self with the

He has not only alien­ 
ated them from his by his abandon­ 
m ent of the silver Issue, but they 
have a grievance against him and 
will fight him to the last ditch. 
Many 
of them left the Republican party to 
cast their political fortunes with him. 
It is no sm all thing to break away 
from one’s party allegiance, but they 
had faith that Bryan w'ould continue 
the fight for free coinage as long, if 
necessary, as there was life in him. 
He broke f*ith with them by abandon­ 
ing the money question and they will 
even the score in the election next 
year.” 
At this pathetic juncture the Hon. 
John W. Kern, twice a candidate for 
governor, and one of the Taggart-Bry- 
an leaders, has come to the fore with 
the cold statem ent that no Republican 
could carry 
a 
precinct in 
Indiana 
against Bryan. 
He may be right, but the fact that 
the T aggart-Fairbanks m achine has 
taken up B ryan’s cause, and that the 
gold D em ocrats and the so-called sil­ 
ver Republicans are against the erst 
while "boy orator." has not tended to 
create harm ony w ithin the Dem ocratic 
party. 
T he H earst men are getting 
a lot of satisfaction out of the situa 
tion and are w hetting their knives 
to take a few scalps.

New York, Aug. 7.—More of what 
have come to be seriously known at 
police headquarter» as ’uear” crime« 
against girls have been followed by 
nearer lynching» . 
Out of the score 
of com plaints that reached the police, 
a half dozen dem anded serious a tte n ­ 
tion. 
W hether the num ber is extra- 
orinary is disputed, but certain it is 
that never before has mob vengeance 
so frequently attended attacks upon 
children. 
“T here is not any crim e wave,” 
said Supt. Jenkins of the Society for 
the Prevention of C ruelty to Children. 
"I m ean by that that our statistics 
show no increase in the num ber of 
actual assaults com m itted upon girls 
under sixteen years. 
At this season 
of the year there is alw ays a relative 
increase in the num ber of assaults 
and attem pted assaults upon girls un­ 
der sixteen. 
They have not, however, 
increased relatively to the Increase of 
population. 
They are about the sam e 
num ber to date, this m outh and last 
as there was in July and August, 
1906.” 
Led by a woman who alternately 
in Italian and broken English, cried, 
"avenge 
my 
daughter,” 
a 
reckless 
crowd of perhaps 
2 ,0 0 0 last night 
storm ed the Fourteenth stree t car 
barns of the M etropolitan S treet R ail­ 
way company, where a policem an had 
sought refuge with a seriously pum ­ 
melled prisoner, 
Paul 
Sorgerato, a 
Greek peddler thirty years of age, who 
had made the m istake, so it is charged, 
of kissing G race Goscoe, an Italian of 
eleven years. 
A shrill cry from the 
girl and an im passioned appeal by 
the m other put the foreigners of the 
neighborhood in a rage. As the Greek 
took to his heels, a crowd pursued. 
He w’as overtaken and kicked nearly 
senseless. 
By this tim e some one 
had snatched a clothes line from the 
window of a grocery store and the 
rioters attem pted to put a noose over 
the offender’s head. 
Only the over 
eagerness of each rioter to have a 
hand in the lassooing saved the ped­ 
dler's neck. 
During the confusion a 
policeman arrived and clubfcod his 
way 
to 
the 
endangered 
man 
and 
dragged him to nearby car barns. 
Police reserves stood off the mob 
while the Greek was bustled into a 
patrol wagon. 
Through a crowd that 
cried “kill him : lynch him .” the police 
fought their way to the nearest sta ­ 
tion house. 
Sorgeratio was in bad 
shape. 
His eyes were blackened, his 
nose broken, scalp torn, face lacer­ 
ated and his body biack with bruises. 
Edward P ratt, a m illwright, forty 
years old. had a som ewhat sim ilar ex­ 
perience late in the afternoon in W est 
Filly-seventh street. 
Nellie and H el­ 
en Farrell, each about ten y€ >ars old. 
accused P ratt of Im proper rem arks. 
He was frightfully m auled before res­ 
cued by the police. 
A dele da W ilderer fought off an a s­ 
sailant on the west side. 
Tht? man 
was arrested. 
A m an who attem pted 
an assault upon a little girl In Greene 
street escaped. 
Tony Sardo was a r­ 
rested on a child com plaint In Brook­ 
lyn.

m issal of Forem an Robert House and 
upon refusal of R oadm aster Carey to 
accede to their dem ands they set upon 
House and Carey. 
Soon the fighting 
becam e general and the village was 
terrorized. 
Mayor Crain and alm ost the entire 
population arm ed them selves with re­ 
volvers, shot guns and rifles and by 
threatening to shoot stayed the mob. 
Seventeen of the gang were arrested 
and brought here last night. 
The 
others escaped to the wt» ods. 
No one 
was injured by the rioters, but the 
villagers are much incensed against 
the Italians.
